At the recent convention of the 

Empire State Deaf-Mute Association, 

one of the resolutions adopted was : — 

Resolved, That the practice of parents of 
withdraw s from the schools* for the 

deaf r education, 

-ly unjuht to ti 
pil that it calls for rest censure of 

Him Association. 

The above resolution can not be too 
widely promulgated. To deprive a 
deaf-mute child of the benefits of 
education is a verj serious matter, 
for his progress through life will in- 
evitably be helped or hampered in a 
corresponding degree as his intellect 
has been cultivated or neglected. 
The selfishness, or thoughtlessness, of 
some parents in this connection, de- 
serves more than a passing attention. 
They take their children when but 
half -educated, from school, to profit 
^ by their scanty earnings or utilize their 
muscle on the farm. A deaf-mute boy 
who starts out in life with scarcely any 
education, is almost sure to have a 
hand to-hand battle with hardship and 
poverty to the end of his days. So 
much for parental foolishness. The 
few additional years which the child 
might have profited by at school, were 
sacrificed in order that the family 
might profit to the extent of a few 
dollars at home. Does it pay the 
parents T DoeB it pay the child? 
In both oases, No ! A year or two 
more of educational training would, 
in the end, bri family more 

money, through the increased ability 
of their child. It would also give the 
boy a firm foundation on which to 
build and improve his condition year 
after year. Some parents may think 
that as they have succeeded in mak- 
ing a comfortable living with a very 
slight school education, their children 
can do the same. Bat they overlook 
or are ignorant of the fact that they 
have acquired a sort of education in 
the school of worldly experience. 
Their hearing has been the chief 
medium through which this educat 
has been gathered. Altogether dif- 
derent is the condition of an uneducat- 
ed deaf-mute. He may plod on 
mechanically and laboriously, but the 
sounds which enlighten others will 
ever he a blank to him. Unless he 
can read and understand the English 
language readily, there is very little 
hope that his knowledge and ability 
will be enlarged to any conceivable 
extent. Therefore, we say, giv 
deaf-mute the full term of schooling 
that the law permits ; for the law does 
not allow a single day more than is 
just and judicious.

As he stated, hearing men wore will 
ing to work for the same or less fig- 
ure than the mutes received, ho right 
hero overlooked many other mutes, 
who would, no doubt, have boon glad 
to fill those positions at still less fig- 
uros than the hearing men now get, 
had they the chance. Why not give 
the mutes a chance? Would not that 
be cheapor and better f Why I of 
course, any one can see that much. 
There is plenty of material to pick 
from among the mutes, who would 
be a dozen times hotter in either 
of those positions than hearing men, 
who will be " green" at tho business 
of teaching the pupils, for which they 
were appointed, because they have 
not the idea of the wants of the deaf 
pupils, while Messrs. Soott and Pratt 
understood to tho perfection of clock 
work. Why must they go ? I am 
not speaking of the printing-office and 
shoe-shop only ; but also those of 
teachers and other equally responsible 
positions, where tho holders of ;the 
same, either died or resigned, if they 
were mutes, their places were prompt- 
ly filled by inexperienced hearing 
persons, who were obliged to " play 
pupil" and learn tho A. B. O's, in tho 
mute language, themselves, while 
most likely some of the learned mutes 
who could go right to teaching, wore 
left out in the cold. Such manage- 
ment nover existed while Dr. G. 
O. Fay and Prof. C. S. Perry were at 
the helm. This is very discouraging 
to the mutes of the noblo atat< 
Ohio, some of whom have taken col 
legiate coursos and fitted themselves 
to fill such positions, but aro denied 
the chances, and it also discourages 
many of the pupils to bo Studious. 
This thing has gone far enough. Yes, 
U>0 far, and should cease to exist. 
M G. H." hits upon some of the | 
managements of our present ad- 
ministration, though it could 1>< 
tended several columns, were it a 
necessity. And the other article 
under the heading of " The mutes must 
Go, " is to the point in every respect, 
and should awaken the mutes of Ohio's 
interest as to the welfare of our olftSi 
of people. Bos id os, the hearing people 
have the whole world before them (.<> 
"dance" in, while the mutes' field in 
meagre, and should be encouraged . 
Why must the hearing people got 
in tho l( way" of tho mutes and 
crowd them out ? Verily they are 
acting the u hog" about it. We do 
not want the world, to bo suro, but wo 
would like to see our class have a fair 
show. Were tho mutes given ample 
show, they would at no distant day 
crush the foolish sentiment tho moro 
fortunate class have of their inabilities 
to perform as good work. It is plain- 
ly to bo seen that the management of 
the Ohio Institution is in favor of the 
hearing class and not the deaf, and I 
do not see why u S. 8.," himself a 
mute, or any other ranto, should take 
oxeoption to the sensitiveness of u Ro 
bin Hood" and others as to the remov- 
al of mutes and their places unreason- 
ably filled by incompetent and " green" 
hearing persons who are a burden 
and a curso to our tax pavers of the 
noblo state of Ohio. •' S. S.," is this 
onough T If not, say so; you shall 
have more if you wish it.

iQ. HV letter to me was received 
yesterday afternoon, and contents 
noted carefully. It gave me much 
pain to learn the rottenness in Den- 
mark as regards the Industrial depart- 
ments of the Ohio Institution, It is 
certainly stupidity of huge dimensions 
on the part of the.'powers that be. 
ting a man. who cart neither read nor 
write, to take charge of the shoe shop. 
When I wrote about the sensitiveness 
of deaf-mutes about the removal of 
deaf-mutes from their positions in the 
aforesaid Institution, I had not the 
slightest kuowledgo of thoir succes- 
sors. My object was merely to dii 
courage unnecessary sensitive i 
which is sometimes found to prevail 
among the deaf-mutes, and in the case 
of tho removal of Messrs. Scott and 
Pratt, u G. H. M has not furnished me 
any light by which I can see any sub- 
stantial foundation for the sensitiveness 
about their removal, for "G. II." does 
not contradict my statement in regard 
to the cause of their removal. I will 
say over again what I said in my last, 
and try and be more explicit and 
plain. 

Let us proceed with the shoe shop 
first. If tho Board of Trustees want- 
ed Mr. Pratt to work through vacation 
without increased wages, and he dec- 
lined, no one should be surprised that 
they would get some one who would. 
I do not see any prejudice in this case. 
It is a business-like way, but one in 
which the Trustoes made a monumen- 
tal donkey of themselves in the selec- 
tion of their man. 

In regard to the printing office, it 
would hardly have been expected of 
Mr. Scott to work through vacation at 
the same salary — $600 a school year — 
when he asked for an increase in 
he was aware of the iutentions of tho 
Trustees to have the Chronicle 
published during vacation. It is also 
natural in this case that they should 
get some one who would be contented 
work twelve months for $600. 
There is not anytning in this that 
smells to me like prejudice. In regard 
to an assistant, I have some idea that 
he was appointed because the boys 
had all gone home, and when they 
come back, he will fold his tent and 
steal away. If he does not h 
then I will yield the point to w Gh 11.," 
and call it a case of prejudioe aud in- 
justice. 

" G, H." makes it appear that 
nine deaf mutes removed during 
past three years were all reittOI 
cause they were deaf-mutes. lie is 
hasty in sayiug this, for some of them 
9 removed for good and just rea- 
sons. In tho same space of time 

more hearing people wore removed, 
and the number employed in and 
about the Institution is about equally 
divided between deaf-mutes and hear- 
ing people. 

I am as*. indignant and sensitive 
about any prejudice and injustice done 
any deaf-mute as any one when it is 
prompted by the fact that he was a 
deaf mute. But in the case of I 
^cott and Pratt, I believe even 
G gentlemen agree with me that 
there should be no sensitiveness about 
their removal, but rather a protest 
against the poor judgment of the ad- 
ministration in the selection of poor 
u aehers under the delusion that it is 
ornical to hiro,pooplo cheap. 
I am sorry that the teachers of the 
industrial department havo noi 
much qualification for their positions 
as they should. It was the ease in 
my days, and I can not say I over 
teamed a trade there. But lot us 
masseur forces together and go at 
the evil on a more solid basis than 
wind, and try and impress on the 
minds of the powers that be the im- 
portance of paying m ntion to 
the qualifications of the people they 
employ. We can do that if we will.

Coffee owes its stimulating and re- 
freshing qualities to caffeine. It also 
contains gum and sugar, fat, teidf, 
id wood fihre. Like tea, it 
powerfully increases the respiration, 
but, unlike it, does not affect its 
depth* Jiy its use tho rate of the 
pulse is increased and tho action of 
the skin diminished. It lessens the 
amount of blood sent to tho organs of 
the body, distends the veins and con- 
tracts the capillaries, thus preventing 
waste of tissue. It is a mental stimu- 
lus of a high order and one that is li- 
able to great abuse. Through its fas- 
cinations the scholar burns 'the mid- 
night oil and too rapidly reduces his 
store of vital force. To some temper- 
ments it may be called a poison. Car- 
ried to excess it produces abnormal 
wakefulness, indigestion, acidity, 
heartburn, tremors, debility, irritabili- 
ty of temper, trembling, irregular 
pulse, a kind of intoxication ending 
in delirium, and great injury to the 
Hpinal functions. Unfortunately there 
are many coffee tipplers who depend 
upon it as a drunkard upon his dram. 

On the othor hand, coffee is of sove- 
reign efficacy in tiding over the ner- 
vous system I ca. Soldiers 
in the late war declared they could 
march longer and endure niore hard- 
ship under the stimulus ot*Q§6& than 
under the influence of liquor. Dur- 
ing their long predatory excursions 
the tribes of Cbntnri Africa subsist 
for many days at a time on a mixture 
of coffee and butter.

Coffee dispels stupor and lethargy, is 
an andidote for many kinds of po 
and is valuable in spasmodic asthma, 
whooping cough , cholera i n fan tu m 
and Asiatic cholera.
